The report of C W. West, Gover- 
nor of Utah, to the SecreUry of ihe 

Interior, contains soiiK) interesting 
informntion.

"Ikifowof no armed ofgunization 
for the purpose of opposing the law- 
ful authoriiie;^ »r resisminjj theon- 
forcement oftlie huvs, nor.io I be- 
lieve any such m>w exists. I lie 
process out of Uie courts la met 
with nophvi«ieal registHUcc niul so- 
ciety is peaceable, and uo out- 
breaks have occurred ^nce I came 
to the Territory."

EARLY COOKERY. 

A latdMt Which Has Alwajv Eoca(«il 
th» AttMUoB at KaBhla*. 

' Of old the palate ran riot, writes Dr. 
J. Blilner Fothergill in liis excellent 
work on Dietetics. The Romans were 
both epioores and gluttons. The oys- 
ters of Britian were conveyed by re- 
lays of runners to the Roman villas. 
One 'epicure casta slave into his tish 
li> improre the flavor of bis lam- 
jw^i. The most absurd dishes were 
oontrived, up to a pie of nightingales' 
tongues. Their tastes were not oars. 
Fowls were boiled in aniseed water 
and served with a sauco containing 
aniseed, mint, mustard seeds and 
asaftstlda. 

Ifor were the Middle Ages far differ- 
ent. Charles V. of Germany was a 
notorious gourmand. Besides ordinary 
meats, he had roasted horse, cats in 

1'ully, lizard soup, fritul frogs, etc., till 
lis chef, when a^ked for a new dish, 
could only suggest a compote of 
watches— in allusion to that monarch's 
passion for such time-keepers. Ani- 
mals wore chased bocauso it was fo\ind 
that the flesh of hunted t^casls was 
more tender and palatable tli:in thai of 
those killed without such preliminary 
preparation. Fowls were tliriished to 
death to fit them for the table; while 
one writer gave, directions "how to 
roast and eat a gooao alive." No 
cruelty to an animal was too great to 
gratify the palate. The amount eaten, 
too. was enormous. The Roman had 
five meals a day; and at great feasts 
the stomach, when full to repletion, 
was emptied in order that the process 
of filling m'glit berccommenoetr 

Charles V. was quit« as big a glutton 
as he was an epicure. At a dinner of 
the Knights of the Golden Fleece, As- 
Cham saw him make his way through 
sod beof, roast mutton and baked haro, 
.after whi h ho fed full well on acapon. 
'Nor did he forget to drink with It all. 
"He had his head in the glass five times 
las long as any of them and drank no 
less at onco than a quarc of Khino 

' Then views as to foods varied in ibo 
widest manner. The English athlete 
placed his faith in rare beefsteaks and 
raw eggs: while the Hindoo wr. sllers 
trained on sweetmeats. The Kngli.sli 
farmor feeds his servauts on meal in 
order that they may bo equal to do 
bard work. 

Cookery books were written by men 
of learu'ng. Even Dr. Johnson, of 
dictionary fame, did not think the sub- 
ject bene.i'h hini. "I coulit write a 
belter book of cookery tiiau has over 
yet Ijeen written." be boisied. "It 
liboUld be a book on pliiiosophical 
Mooiples." So ImportMnt did be deem 
tba' (objeot that be said contempt- 
ouslyt- "A woman may spin, but she 
can not maka a good hook of cookery." 
Dr. Kitchener, the author of "The 
Cook's Oracle," bad a library of works 
(Uvoted to food and coolcory. consist- 
ing ,9f no less than two hundred and 
fljfyrolanxtss. It can not be Mid that 
the subject hs8 not reoeived consider, 
nble attention If) »lllftgo«,— ^pjtf fira»5«.

The prospectus of 
one of these early county papers, tho 
Salisbury I'otlinan, "or pacquct of in- 
telligence from France, Spatne, Portu- 
gal," etc., September 27, 1715, ran 
thus: "This paper contains an ab- 
stract of the most material ocnnrrenocs 
of the whole week, foreign and 
domestic, and will be continued every 
post, provided a sufficient number will 
subscribe for Its encouragement. If 
two hundred sul>soribek it shall be de- 
livered to any public or private house 
in town every Alonday, Thursday, or 
Saturday morning by eight o'clock in 
winter and liy six iu suinmer for Ijd. 
each. Besi li's tho news, we perform 
nil other matters belongine to our art 
and mystery, whether u> Latin. Greek, 
Hebrew, algebra, mathomatios. etc.," 
By 1782 the number of provincial 
papers liafl increased to tifty. A vivid 
description of the state of the roads in 
this country in winter time two cen- 
turies ago is given in the following ex- 
tract from the "Collections for Hnsoan- 
di-y and Trade," March 10, 1698: "Tbo 
roa-ls are filled with snow, we are 
forced to rido with the pacqnet over 
hfidu'cs aud ditches.
